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As  certain  changes  in  the  requirements  for  entrance  to  the  Second  Year  of  the  Teachers' 
Course  are  pending  and  as  some  changes  have  already  been  made  by  the  Department  of 
Education  in  the  arrangement  of  subjects  for  the  commercial  certificates,  this  supplement 
to  the  Bulletin  of  the  Department  of  University  Extension  has  been  prepared.  This  supple- 
ment is  intended  to  replace  page  j and  the  first  part  of  page  4,  also  the  last  three  paragraphs 
on  page  9. 

I.  COURSE  LEADING  TO  THE  DEGREE  OF  BACHELOR  OF  ARTS 

Tirst  Year — According  to  existing  regulations  the  following  subjects  will  count 
toward  the  First  Class  certificate  and  also  the  First  Year  of  the  Pass  Course: — English, 
Latin,  Mathematics  (Algebra  and  Geometry),  Science  (one  of  Botany,  Zoology, 
Chemistry,  Physics),  French,  History  or  Trigonometry.  (For  the  First  Class  certificate 
History  is  compulsory  but  it  is  not  necessary  for  First  Year  work). 

The  Teachers’  Course  provided  by  the  University  begins  ordinarily  in  the  Second 
Year  and  the  candidates  hitherto  admitted  have  held  for  the  most  part  Faculty  Entrance, 
Upper  School,  Senior  Leaving,  or  Honour  Matriculation  certificates. 

Second  Year — English  or  Mathematics,  French,  Science,  History,  Psychology  or 
Political  Economy. 

Third  Year — English,  French  or  Mathematics,  Science,  History,  Ethics  or  Political 
Economy. 

Fourth  Year — English,  French  or  Mathematics,  Science,  History,  History  of 
Philosophy  or  Political  Economy. 

Fees:  For  admission  by  certificate  to  the  Second  Year,  $15.00. 

Tuition — one  subject,  $10.00;  two  subjects,  $18.00;  three  subjects,  $24.00. 

Examinations — $2.00  per  subject. 

Those  who  are  not  familiar  with  the  regulations  governing  the  course  might  write, 
or  call  at  the  Extension  Office,  now  situated  in  Room  222,  Simcoe  Hall,  immediately 
west  of  Convocation  Hall.

To  Those  already  enrolled  in  Teachers’  Course 

Attention  is  called  to  the  following  regulation  (64,  Page  23,  1924-25  Calendar): 
A student  who  has  not  been  granted  complete  First  Year  standing  may  not  enter  upon 
the  work  of  the  Third  Year,  nor  a student  who  has  not  been  granted  complete  Second 
Year  standing,  upon  the  work  of  the  Fourth  Year. 

When  students  fail  in  a subject,  they  should  make  sure  of  the  content  of  that 
subiect  before  writing  the  examination  a second  time.  The  curriculum  may  change 
at  any  time  and  the  only  safe  guide  is  the  Calendar  for  the  current  academic  year. 

All  communications  in  regard  to  the  Teachers’  Course  should  be  addressed  to  W.  J. 
Dunlop,  Department  of  University  Extension.  To  send  letters  in  regard  to  Extension 
Courses  to  other  departments  is  apt  to  cause  confusion  and  sometimes  embarrassment 
to  the  student. 

It  is  expected  that  subjects  will  be  offered  during  the  Summer  Session  of  1925  as 
follows: 

II  History,  Psychology,  Botany,  Political  Economy. 

III  History,  Psychology,  Botany,  French. 

IV  History,  Psychology,  Botany. 

It  is  possible  that  Geology  may  also  be  offered. 


II  CORRESPONDENCE  COURSES 

The  form  of  application  for  all  courses  will  be  found  on  the  last  page  of  the  Bulletin 
for  1923-24. 

(a)  Course  leading  to  Degree  of  B.A. 

Those  who  are  planning  to  attend  the  Summer  Session  of  1925  should  enrol  in 
the  subjects  which  will  be  offered  at  that  time. 

Correspondence  fees  in  subjects  of  Second,  Third,  and  Fourth  Years — $3.00  per 
subject. 

(b)  Upper  and  Middle  School  Courses. 

If  the  usual  plan  of  offering  subjects  in  alternate  summer  courses  is  followed  by 
the  Department  of  Education,  the  Upper  School  subjects  in  which  instruction  will  be 
given  in  the  summer  of  1925  will  be  English  Literature  and  Composition,  Algebra, 
Geometry,  and  Trigonometry,  and  the  Middle  School  subjects  will  be  English  Literature 
and  Composition,  Algebra  and  Geometry.  The  Department  of  Education  is  very 
strongly  of  the  opinion  that  teachers  should  have  a thorough  preparation  by  correspond- 
ence in  order  to  cover  the  work  of  the  summer  course. 

The  first  bulletin  in  all  correspondence  courses  is  sent  out  in  September  or  early 
in  October,  so  that  courses  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  April  at  latest. 
Students  should  not  apply  for  more  than  three  subjects.  After  Christmas,  only  one  or, 
at  most,  two  subjects  can  be  covered  satisfactorily. 

Students  should  consult  “Courses  of  Study  and  Examinations  of  the  High 
Schools,  etc.,”  where  the  prescription  of  work  for  the  various  subjects  is  outlined.  The 
curriculum  for  Matriculation  also  contains  this  information. 

Information  in  regard  to  fees  will  be  found  on  page  9 of  the  Bulletin  for  1923-24. 
The  fees  for  Middle  School  Latin  and  Middle  School  French,  which  are  not  listed  in 
the  Bulletin,  are  each  $8.00. 

(c)  Commerce. 

The  Elementary  Certificate — Stenography  (Theory  and  Practice),  $5.00;  Type- 
writing, $3.00;  Business  Correspondence  and  Office  Practice,  $3.00;  Bookkeeping 
(Theory  and  Practice),  $5.00;  Business  Practice  and  Business  Law,  $5.00;  Penmanship, 
$3.00;  Mercantile  Arithmetic,  $4.00. 

Specialist's  Certificate — Arithmetic  of  Investment,  $5.00;  Auditing,  $4.00. 

Instruction  by  correspondence  is  not  offered  in  the  other  subjects  required  for  the 
Specialists’  Certificate. 

The  subjects  may  be  taken  in  any  order  and  any  number  of  subjects  may  be 
taken  at  one  examination.  Students  are  advised  to  take  by  correspondence  those 
subjects  they  wish  to  write  on  in  the  following  August.  The  summer  school  offers  an 
excellent  opportunity  to  complete  and  review  the  work. 

Students  should  not  attempt  too  much.  In  particular,  bookkeeping  and  short- 
hand should  not  be  taken  in  the  same  year. 

The  Elementary  Certificate  may  be  obtained  by  those  qualified  to  teach  ;n 
Public,  Separate,  Continuation  or  High  Schools. 

The  Specialists’  Certificate  may  be  obtained  by  those  who  hold  a High  School 
Assistant’s  Certificate. 

Certificates  of  graduation  in  the  present  Honour  courses  in  Political  Science  of 
the  University  of  Toronto,  Queen’s  University,  and  McMaster  University  will  be 
accepted  in  lieu  of  the  additional  examination  prescribed  for  the  Specialists’  Certificate. 

Ill  ASTRONOMICAL  SLIDES  AND  STAR  MAPS 

Sets  of  lantern  slides  illustrative  of  stars,  planets,  constellations,  etc.,  are  available 
for  loan  to  responsible  organizations.  An  explanatory  bulletin  accompanies  these  so 
that  anyone  with  a fair  knowledge  of  astronomy  can  give,  with  the  aid  of  the  slides, 
an  interesting  lecture  on  the  subject.  The  organization  borrowing  these  slides  pays 
express  charges  both  ways  and  is  responsible  for  breakages;  there  is  no  other  cost.
